A Santa Maria city planning com­ 
missioner, who said he was speaking 
as a private citizen, 
joined with a 
S&nta Maria labor leader late Monday 
in support of continued oil drilling and 
production in the Santa Barbara Chan­ 
nel. 
The two men, Bruce McGray, of the 
planning commission, and Donald Gree- 
son, who said he was associated with 
the AFL-CIO International Petroleum 
Workers Union, also appealed to Coun­ 
ty supervisors to “ reinstate” County 
Petroleum Engineer David K. Bickmore 
“ as soon as possible.” 
Appearance of the two men seemed to 
stun the majority of the five super­ 
visors. 
Chairman George H. Clyde told the 
men the investigation of Bickmore, a 
Santa Maria man who was suspended 
by the supervisors last Wednesday, “ is 
not yet complete, and a report will be 
made to the board shortly.” 
Bick­ 
more admitted a financial transaction 
with Union Oil Co. arising from a 
debt he incurred along with partners 
in a former mercury mine operation 
in 1967. 
Clyde added he felt it “extremely 
unfortunate you two gentlemen have link­ 
ed up the Bickmore case with offshore 
oil resumption. . . .1 feel it was un­ 
fortunate timing.” 
McGray then said he and Greeson 
had sought to “separate” the two cases 
in their pleas, and were sorry if it was 
not interpreted that way. 
McGray said he felt the “charges 
against Bickmore were not founded at 
a ll,” and there “has been concern in 
Santa Maria about this.” 
He added that there is also a group 
in the Santa Maria area known as “Al­ 
lies of the Oil Industry” which is sup­ 
porting continued offshore oil drilling 
and production. 
Later, he and Gree­ 
son explained to a reporter that this 
has about 75 members including busi­ 
nessmen and labor leaders, “but repre­ 
sents thousands of persons.” 
“ We recommend a systematic pro­ 
gram of oil development” in the chan­ 
nel,” McGray added. 
Greeson added: 
“ Forces are now 
being lined up to protest the stoppage 
of offshore oil operations, so far as 
the labor movement is concerned. We 
are also supporting David Bickmore.” 
Clyde asked McGray about his busi­ 
ness, and was told that McGray has 
a contracting business, whose “only 
connection with oil is the paving of 
some service stations.” 
Bomb may 
have caused 
explosion 


SHAKER HEIGHTS, Ohio (UPI) - Po­ 
lice said today an explosion which level­ 
ed the municipal building in this exclu­ 
sive Cleveland suburb may have been 
caused by a bomb carried into the struc­ 
ture by a teen-aged boy. 
The blast, which crippled operations 
of the 59 - man Shaker Heights police 
force and suspended all court functions, 
injured 16 persons, including five police­ 
men, a judge and the clerk of courts. 
Police Chief Carl Longstreet, who said 
his department was “ 90 per cent crip­ 
pled,” reported a 13 or 14-year-old boy 
was seen carrying a long, wooden box 
into the building shortly before the ex­ 
plosion. 
“ He entered by the side door and used 
a ramp to the main cooridor of the first 
floor,” Longstreet said. “ No one saw 
him leave by the side door. He may have 
gone out the front door or he still may 
be there in the rubble.” 
The 11-year-old colonial - style struc­ 
ture which houses the police station, jail 
and municipal court, was leveled.Sever­ 
al nearby houses were shaken. 
Longstreet said the explosion “ could 
have been a gas explosion or it could 
have been a bomb.” However, a spokes­ 
man for the East Ohio Gas Co. said the 
blast was not likely caused by gas be­ 
cause the gas meter was still in work­ 
ing order today. 
But Milton Kafglis, a Treasury De­ 
partment investigator, said, “ We pre­ 
sume that an explosion of this magnt- 
tude would involve a bombing.” 
Police Lt. John Mullaney said a boy 
who entered the building carrying a pack­ 
age 
just moments before the blast 
was feared trapped. The youth, described 
as about 13 or 14 years old, reported­ 
ly left a wooden box on the first floor 
of the building. Mullaney refused to sp eo 
ulate if that box might have been abomb. 
“ I saw the building just heave 14) and 
fall down,” said Mike Bekanie, a Cleve­ 
land Transit System supervisor who 
said he was a block away when the blast 
occurred shortly after 5 p.m. EST. 
Mrs. John Joyce, who lives across the 
street, said “ I thought a bomb had gone 
off.”

SACRAMENTO 
(UPI) - Gov. Ronald 
Reagan has reversed his adamant four- 
year opposition to payroll withholding of 
state income taxes and decided to incor­ 
porate it in his tax revision plan, UPI 
learned today. 
Sources said Reagan withdrew his op­ 
position to withholding so he could fi­ 
nance property tax relief and solve an 
acute cash flow problem in state gov­ 
ernment. 


Reagan scheduled an afternoon news 
conference to announce his acceptance of 
withholding as part of the package, which 
is expected to shift nearly $1 billion in 
taxes. 
Reagan also today plans to submit a 
new state budget of about $6.5 billion 
to the legislature. 
Sources said other features of the tax 
plan include a one-cent increase in the 
present five-cent-on-the-dollar sales tax, 


a reduction in the 27 per cent oil deple­ 
tion allowance, an increase for upper 
bracket income taxpayers and a tax 
break for renters financed through the 
income tax, 
The tax increases are necessary, 
Reagan has said, to finance substantial 
reduction in property taxes. 
Reagan had adamantly opposed with­ 
holding since his 1966 campaign when 
Democrats wanted to adopt the federal 


system of automatically collecting state 
income tax payments from a workers* 
regular paycheck. 


Shortly after taking office in 1967 
Reagan said withholding “ tends to make 
government careless with the manage­ 
ment” of taxpayers’ money. 


Reagan 
maintained 
“ taxes 
should 
hurt.” He contended workers would not be 
as conscious of the amount of taxes they 


paid if the funds were automatically de­ 
ducted from their paychecks. 
Now, most taxpayers write a check for 
their entire bill in April. 
But by withholding income tax pay­ 
ment from paychecks the state receives 
a steady, year round flow of cash. 
Government financial experts predict 
the state faces a serious “ cash flow” 
problem by the end of fiscal 1970-71. 
Withholding would ease the shortage.

LONDON (UPI) — Bertrand Russell, 
author, mathematician, philosopher, No­ 
bel 
Prize winner and perhaps the best- 
known of pacifists, collapsed and died 
Monday night at his farmhouse in Pen- 
rhyndeudraeth, Wales. He was 
97 and 
had been ill with the flu. 
With a smile, Russell used 
to deny 
that he was born to rebel But for much 
of the past six decades 
his hawk-life 
face and flowing white hair proclaimed 
a dissent that infuriated national lead­ 
ers the world over. 
“ It has come as a shock to every­ 
one,” said Kenneth Coates, director of 
the Bertrand Russell Peace Foundation. 
“ I spoke to Bertrand only a few days 
ago and he seemed 
in good health, 
working on peace foundation projects.” 
He will be succeeded 
to his rarely 
used title of Earl by his son, Viscount 
Amberley. Edith, 
his fourth wife, was 
at his side at death. 


Russell’s 
birth and childhood did not 
bespeak 
rebellion. He was a child of 
B ritain’s ruling classes, of a family 
that had sat in Parliam ent since long 
before Columbus discovered America. 
Born 
Bertrand Arthur William Rus­ 
sell May 18, 
1872, 
at Ravenscroft, 
Monmouthshire, England, he was brought 
up by his grandparents, for his par­ 
ents died by the time he was 2. 
In 
his 
m em oirs, 
Russell wrote: 
“ Three passions, sim ple but overwhelm­ 
ingly strong, have governed my life; the 
longing for love, the search for knowl­ 
edge and the unbearable pity for the suf­ 
fering of mankind.” 
His espousal of peace occupied him 
for much of the last 40 years of his life. 
As recently as December, he protest­ 
ed 
to Soviet Prem ier Alexei N. Kosy­ 
gin against the expulsion of novelist Ale­ 
xander Solzhenitsyn 
from the Soviet 
W riters Union 
His detractors 
branded him anti- 
American 
for his protests against the 
U.S. blockade during the Cuban m issile 
c risis 
in 
1962 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - A House sub- 
committee heard conflicting views Mon- 
day on whether society is prepared to 
pay the billions of dollars it will take 
to control air and water pollution.

Car controversy decision tonight

The Lompoc City Council faces a de­ 
cision tonight regarding the awarding 
of vehicle bids that appears to have 
been made much tougher by a report 
from the city administrators office. 


Two weeks ago the council debated 
whether or not to award the bids on 
six police cars and five compact (pool) 
cars to the low, out-of-town, bidder, or 
to two different Lompoc bidders where 
access to warranty service and maint­ 
enance would be quicker and less expen­ 
sive. 
The council at that time tabled the 
item until an absent member could aU 
tend the discussion, and to allow the 
city staff to prepare a more compre­ 
hensive report on the case. 


The report, prepared by City Admin- 
istrator Gene Wahlers, City Attorney 
Jim Longton and City Purchasing Agent 
David Weii, seemingly will make that 
decision tougher to make. 
Regarding the police cars, Santa Bar­ 


bara Chrysler - Plymouth offered the 
lowest bid, $2,358, per vehicle, for Ply­ 
mouth Furys. The second low bid came 
from Beattie Ford in Lompoc for $2,- 
679 on Ford Customs. 


Councilman Art Scott argued that be­ 
cause there was no Plymouth - Chrys­ 
ler dealer in Lompoc the city would be 
forced to take the vehicles to Santa 
Barbara for warranty service. Conse­ 
quently, Scott said, the city would pay 
more in the long run than any savings on 
the low bid. 
After a careful study of the differ­ 
ent warranty promises, consumer re­ 
ports on the quality of the two types of 
vehicles, and the city’s own mainten. 
ance records, Wahlers made this analy­ 
sis for the benefit of the council; 


“ Based on the . . . comparison, Ford 
appears superior as to warranty, serv­ 
ice availability and estimate of overall 
quality. Although we (the city) maintain 
our own vehicles, emergency service 
availability could be particularly im­ 
portant for police cars since our gar­ 


age is closed on weekends. Plymouth is 
lower in overall price by $2,022.30 (for 
the six cars). TTiis would be reduced 
approximately $ 152 considering sales tax 
return on the locai bid.” 
The consumer report rates the Ford 
Custom No. 1, and states the frequen- 
cy-of-repair record as average for six- 
cylinder cars and better than average 
for V-8. 
The Plymouth Fury is rated No, 5 and 
its frequency-of-repair record is aver­ 
age for the six and “ worse than aver­ 
age for V-8.” 
City records show that there has been 
only one warranty repair job on the five 
Fords purchased for the police depart­ 
ment in April 1969. 
Concerning the compact cars to be 
used in the city pool, Santa Barbara 
Chrysler - Plymouth offered the low 
bid of $1,798 per car on Plymouth 
Valiants. The next two low bids came 
from Sunset Chevrolet in Lompoc. 
Sunset, which recently acquired the 
American Motors franchise in Lompoc,

The accident occurred at the inter­

nia Highway Patrol. 
M rs. Devlin’s car 
had apparently just entered the inter­ 
section on a southbound course when it 
was 
struck on the left side by a three- 
axel, 
flatbed 
truck driven by Jam es 
Rutherford, 20, of Buellton. Rutherford, 
an employe 
of 
Nielsen 
Building Ma­ 
terials Co., of Solvang, was westbound, 
according to the CHP. 
The force of the impact crushed the 
c ar and carried 
it in a 120-foot skid 
before coming to rest on Lompoc - Cas- 
m alia Road, west of the intersection. 


Rutherford 
was questioned, but was 
not held. 
CHP officials said there was 
no indication of wrong on the part of the 
truck driver 
The truck hit the car at midpoint caus­ 
ing the front and rear ends to fold around 
Mrs. Devlin’s !>ody. County firemen 
had to cut the < ar away to free the dim­ 
inutive teacher.

hazardous because of the hill that rises

Russia wants political 
settlement in Mid-East 


LONDON UPI 
The Kremlin warn­ 
ed the Big Three W estern powers that 
Russia is keeping all options open in 
the escalating Middle East crisis, but 
wants a political settlem ent, high dip­ 
lomatic sources said today. 
It urged the W estern leaders to p ress 
Israel to “ cool it,” since Russia could 
not stand by idly if the escalation led 
to all out war in the A rab-lsraeli con­ 
flict. 
7 he warnings were contained in per­ 
sonal m essages from Soviet P rem ier 
Alexei N. Kosygin to President Nixon, 
French President G eorges Pompidou 
and B ritish Prim e M inister Harold Wil­ 
son, delivered by Soviet envoys in the 
W estern capitals Monday, the sources 
said. 
Kosygin did not spell out what Rus­ 
sia intended to do, but he left all op­ 
tions open for Russian action depend­ 
ing on developments in the Middle East 
conflict. 
7 he sources indicated Russia may sup­ 
ply more sophisticated, offensive wea­ 
pons to the embattled Arab nations, 
notably Egypt. 
They did not rule out Soviet inter­ 
vention, but only in the event of full 
scale war that would threaten the Arabs 
with a new defeat on the lines of the 
1967 scale. 


Kosygin’s message did not specifically 
mention either course. 
The informants said Russia could not 
stand by idly in the face of the growing 
escalation and certainly would b* in no 
position to swallow another allout Aral) 
defeat. 


They made it clear Moscow does not 
wish direct involvement in the Middle 
East, nor confrontation with the United 
States, unless it sees no way out. 
Kosygin’s notes running to some two 
pages were said to have been couched 
in very firm terms. 


They urged that Israel s mounting 
and spreading attacks on Arab terri­ 
tory close to Ca^o must be curbed and 
asked the three Western leaders to im­ 
press the great urgency of this course 
on the Israeli leadership.

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Killer gas stil on Okinawa island 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
U.S. Army still has removed no 
killer 
gases 
from 
Okinawa 
although it had 
planned 
to 
begin shipments before Jan. 31. 


On Dec. 2 the Army said it 
expected 
the 
first 
of five 
shiploads of the toxic gases 
would 
leave 
Okinawa 
for 
Bangor, Wash, late in Decem­ 
ber or in January. But Monday 
the gases were still on the 
island, the army said. 
The 
source 
of the delay 


appeared to be a law passed by 
Congress late last year that 
requires that the Department of 
Health, Education and Welfare 
(HEW) to review and approve 
the Army’s safety plans for the 
movement of the gases inside 
the United States. 


The 
Army 
moved 
gases 
frequently before the law was 
passed. 
This 
is 
the 
first 
shipment 
for 
which 
HEW 
approval is needed, however, 
and the agency is taking its 


time. The Army’s proposals 
were submitted more than five 
weeks ago. 


United 
Press International 
learned that the Army twice 
has had ships ready to take the 
gases from Okinawa but lack of 
decision 
from 
HEW 
forced 
cancellation of the movements. 


“ We have not yet completed 
our own review,” 
a 
HEW 
spokesman 
said, 
giving no 
indication when it would be 
completed. 


After the gases arrive at 
Bangor, they are to be taken by 
rail 
to the 
Umatilla Army 
Depot near Hermiston, Ore.,for 
storage. 


Residents of the states of 
Washington and Oregon have 
objected strongly to movement 
of gases through their states 
and an antigas petition repor­ 
tedly has been signed by more 
than 70,000persons. 


Residents 
of 
Hermiston, 


however, are overwhelmingly in 
favor 
of having 
the gases. 
Many 
of the 
small 
town’s 
residents are employed by the 
depot. 


The presence or absence of 
the gases, however, would not 
significantly 
affect 
employ­ 
ment. Residents feel the safety 
argument is meaningless. They 
point out they have lived with 
live shells and gases for more 
than 
two decades and have 
never suffered an accident.

Assistant State Fire Official 
Andre Schlak said the body 
officially will remain unidenti­ 


fied until the dental records can 
be checked Unofficially it was 
believed to be that of Dale 
Renner, Anaheim, Calif., one of 
five persons who died in the 
fire on Jan. 13. 
One person was pulled from 
the burning motel, but died 
from 
smoke inhalation. TTie 
bodies of three others were 
located in the charred rubble, 
but 
Renner 
was 
listed 
as 
missing. 
Nix said the body apparently 
was hidden by debris in the 
Gold Rush and was taken by 
truck, along with other rubble, 
to the land fill.

The public defender’s office 
has been named to represent

allegedly was equipped 
with his pistol and a pair of 
handcuffs when apprehended. 
Dial also is wanted in his 
home town on charges of the 
Christmas Eve robbery of a 
drug 
store 
there. 
He 
was 
subsequently 
fired 
by 
the 
“ shocked” city officials of San 
Marcos. 
According to another police 
chief, John Kimble of Beverly 
Hills, Dial’s principal target 
was that wealthy city, which 
includes the residences of many 
show business stars. 


Kimble said recently that the 
ring of which Dial was an 
outstanding 
member 
had 
a 
“ banker,” a jeweler who acted 
as 
a fence and a Bel Air 
matron who reported on the 
absences of her friends from 
their homes. 
Kimble said one member of 
the group, 11 of whom have 
been arrested, said they had 
plans to go back to Texas and 
clean out Dial’s home town in 
“ the rape of San Marcos.”

Nixon asked to 
approve study 
of sea aqueduct

Gov. Ed Reinecke today called 
for Nixon Administration appro­ 
val of a $2.1 million feasibility 
study of a proposed undersea 
aqueduce 
to 
meet 
Southern 
California’s water needs in the 
1990s. 
In 
a 
prepared statement, 
Reinecke said the $4 billion 
undersea project would carry 
water from rivers of the north 
coast of California to the south 
state in a 32-foot-wide pipeline 
stretching 684 miles along the 
coastline. 
In urging approval of the 
funds 
by 
Interior Secretary 
Walter Hickel, the lieutenant 
governor noted the state water 
project will reach its ultimate 
level of water deliveries to 
Southern California by 1990 and 
“ in years beyond that point, 
additional water sources will 
have to be developed.” 
He said the proposed five- 
year study “ could provide one 
of the answers necessarv to the 
problems of water supplies to 
California’s residents through 
the year 2000.” 
Reinecke 
noted 
the 
U.S. 
Bureau of Reclamation, which 
last year completed a “ pre­ 
reconnaissance study” of the 
project, has recommended to 
Hickel that a full-scale study be 
undertaken. He said completion 
of the preliminary study was 
made possible by a measure he 
authored 
when 
he 
was 
in 
Congress. 
The preliminary study 
indi­ 
cated 
such a pipeline, con­ 
structed 
of glass-reinforced 
plastics, would be a buoyant 
structure anchored to the ocean 
bottom on the continental shelf 
at a depth of 300 feet, he said.

said 
the 
proposed study would cover at 
least 
two 
alternate 
plans 
capable 
of transporting 
the 
same amount of water as the 
undersea aqueduct. Those plans 
would involve overland trans­ 
port of water from north state

Panther

ed shouts disrupted the opening 
trial 
session Monday of 13 
Black Panthers charged in an 
alleged

conspiracy. 
The uproar prompted an early 
adjournment. 
“ I have a voice and it will be 
heard,” said one defendant. “ If 
our families can’t hear what 
happened to our lives, we won’t 
listen to you.” 
State Supreme Court Justice 
John M. Murtagh, after listen­ 
ing to a number of outbursts, 
angrily called an early recess 
in the trial of the Panthers 
charged 
with 
attempting to 
bomb serveral buildings and 
utilities last year. 
Originally, 21 Black Panthers 
were indicated on charges of 
conspiring 
to 
bomb 
police 
stations, department 
stores, 
subway 
stations, 
commuter 
railroad tracks and the Bronx 
Botanical 
Gardens. 
Only 16 
were due for trial Monday and 
Murtagh severed three froir. 
the case-two because of their 
youth 
and 
one 
because 
of 
illness. 
“ Our wives are in the back 
room and the press-half of 
them racist piggs-are sitting 
up front,” one of the defendants 
shouted at the outset of the 
trial. 
Then all 13 stood up and 
shouted: “ Power to the people. 
Off the pig. Right on.” 
“ I do not intend to tolerate 
this misconduct,” Murtagh told 
defense 
attorneys 
and 
the 
defendants. He called an early 
lunch recess, admonishing the 
six defense lawyers they would 
be held responsible for their 
clients' behavior. 
Outside the courthouse, more 
than 
200 persons-black and 
white—marched in protest of 
the trial. At least 60 policemen 
were present, but the demon­ 
stration was orderly. 
Before

first 
day’s 
proceedings 
adjourned, Mur­ 
tagh 
denied 
a 
motion 
by 
defense 
lawyers 
to set the 
families in the front of the 
courtroom 
where 
newsmen 
were seated. The proceedings 
were repeatedly interrupted by 
shouts 
from

defendants 
during the afternoon. 
Murtagh, irked by the ac­ 
tions, told the court recorder to 
let the record show that Gerald 
Lefcourt, one of the defense 
attorneys, encouraged the out­ 
bursts 
by smiling. Lefcourt 
denied the charge but Murtagh 
said: 
“ It was a decided smile. He 
is smiling and laughing.”

guerrillas using small arms and 
rocket grenades ambushed a 
truck 
convoy 
guarded 
by 
American m ilitary police jeep 
Monday night 10 miles north­ 
east of Saigon on a highway 
leading 
to 
the 
U.S. 
Army 
headquarters 
base 
at 
Long 
Binh. 
Spokesmen said the attack 
caused 
light damage to the 
convoy 
and 
wounded 
one 
American and one Vietnamese 
truck driver. The bodies of two 
guerrillas and two small Viet 
Cong flags were found in a 
search after daylight. 


It was the second attack in a 
week on a convoy on the road 
leading to Long Binh. A sim ilar 
assault Jan. 26 seven miles 
from 
Saigon destroyed 
one 
vehicle and wounded a Vietna­ 
mese driver. 
Early today, 11 miles north­ 
east 
of 
Saigon, 
guerrillas 
attacked the Don Thanh village 
headquarters, killing a Vietna­ 
mese civil defense trooper and

other persons, 
spokesmen said. 
Other guerrillas fired rocket 
grenades into a hamlet office in 
Binh Chanh district town 11 
miles southwest of Saigon early 
today, killing two civilians and 
a militiamen and wounding four 
other militiamen. 
The attacks were the most 
serious in the capital district 
since Nov. 7 last year when 
Communist troops attacked two 
field police outposts on the 
outskirts of Saigon’s 7th pre­ 
cinct. 
Battle 
action 
throughout 
South Vietnam dropped sharply 
Monday 
and 
early 
today 
following weekend fighting that 
was the most intense so far this 
year. 
Spokesmen said Allied forces 
killed at least 78 Communists in 
scattered 
fighting. American 
losses were listed as at least 
four killed and 13 wounded. 
Despite reduced ground fight­ 
ing, Communist forces main­ 
tained a high level of shelling 
attacks, pounding 30 targets 
with mortar rounds or rockets. 
The national police reported 
an upsurge in such Communist 
terror activities last week in 
advance of the Tet holiday, 
with 
civilian 
deaths 
nearly 
doubling. The increased had

A spokesman said the Viet

German ship almost hit 
by Apollo 11 debris

space agency 
engineer 
revealed today debris from the 
first stage of the Apollo 11 
rocket last July nearly hit a 
German ship in the Atlantic. 
Adolf H. Knothe said in a 
paper presented at a meeting of 
the 
American 
Institute 
of 
Aeronautics and Astronautics 
that the German vessel Veg- 
esach happened to be at a po­ 
sition some 375 miles east 
northeast of Cape Kennedy at 
9:45 a.m. EDT July 16 when 
Apollo 11 blasted off to put the 
first man on the moon. 
“ The calculated impact point 
for the first stage of Apollo 11, 
if 
launched 
on 
time, 
is 
approximately 
at 
the

point,” he said. “ Now, Apollo 11 
was launched on time. 
“ And if (Hie allows for a 
flight-time-to-impact of the first 
stage of somewhat over seven 
minutes, things begin to fall 
into place. In fact, they did, 
quite literally.” 
“ On July 17, 1969, aTeletype 
was received from the Vege- 
sach 
stating that 
numerous 
pieces of Stage 1 of Apollo 11 
were sighted dropping in to the 
sea around the vessel.”

The committee had intended 
to vote almost certain approval 
of Carswell, but a last minute 
parliamentary 
maneuver 
by 
Sen.

threatened to delay the vote. 


Bayh insisted that his pro­ 
posed constitutional amendment 
to provide for direct election of 
the President be considered 
first. 
In his testimony, Rauh cited 
federal law which he said made 
it a crime to deny anyone his 
legal or constitutional rights.

offered the new American Hor­ 
net at $1,899 per car and the 
Chevy Nova at $1,999 per car. 
In his analysis on the compact 
cars Wahlers concluded that 
the warranty for the Plymouth 
Valiant and 
Chevrolet 
are 
essentially equal but the Hornet 
warranty 
appears inferior in 
that a “ power train” warranty 
beyond the basic 12 months or 
12,000 miles is not available. 


(The power train includes the 
cylinder block, head, internal 
engine 
parts, 
transmission, 
propeller shaft and universal 
joints, drive axle, and so forth, 
and most warranty’s cover this 
area for five years or 50,000 
miles. A 12 year or 12,000 
mile warranty usually covers 
various other parts of the ve­ 
hicle). 


Wahlers stated the warranty 
is an important factor in that 
the 
staff cars 
will be kept 
in service for an estimated five 
to seven years. According to all 
possible information the Valiant 
is rated the superior car in es­ 
timated overall quality. 
The total bids for five Ply- 
mouths 
was 
$582.75 
less 
than the Hornet and $1,107.75 
less than the Chevy, but this 
would be offset by approximate­ 
ly $90 in sales tax revenue if 
a contract is awarded to a loc­ 
al dealer, Wahlers said. 


One other bid involved, but 
which has not created as much 
controversy, is for a half ton 
pickup truck. 
Beard Motors of Santa Bar­ 
bara came in with the lowest 
bid, $2,187.91 for a Dodge truck. 
Sunset Chevrolet bid $2,351.47 
for a Chevrolet truck. 
In his summary to the coun- 
cil on all the controversial 
items, Wahlers noted: 
“ . . . In respect to the po­ 
lice cars, the “ best buy” for 
the city may very well be the 
Ford because of the cited rea- 
sons ofestimated overall super­ 
ior quality, better warranty and 
local service availability and 
because of its anticipated length

“ The Valiant, however, based 
on the available data appears to 
be the best of the compacts in 
addition to being lowest in cost. 
Between the two local compact 
car bids the Chevy Nova, even 
though higher in cost, may be a 
better buy than the American 
Motors Hornet because of a 
sifljerior warranty.”

The 
Board of Supervisors 
gave approval Monday to 20 
more agricultural preserves in 
both South Coast and north coun­ 
ty areas, including those of 
two county officials and fam­ 
ily members. Four other cases 
were continued to Feb. 16. 
A number of the preserves 
are located in Lompoc Valley, 
some of them within a mile of 
Lompoc city limits, causing 
letters of concern to come to the 
board from Lompoc City Coun­ 
cil and Lompoc City Planning 
Commission. 
The board decided that re­ 
quests by Supervisor Francis 
H. 
Beattie and family mem­ 
bers for three preserves—under 
one application—comprising 250 
acres west of Lompoc met with 
state and county criteria, as 
did that of County Clerk J. E. 
Lewis and family members, for 
a 60-acre preserve just west 
of the Lompoc city limits. 
In all 20 cases, the County 
Planning Commission had rec­ 
ommended approval. 


Lompoc city protests were 
made so that the city would 
have the option of renewing or 
dissolving contracts for pre­ 
serves in territories annexed by 
the city in coming years. This 
would be done where preserves 
are set up within a mile of 
city limits.

to the city airport property. 
This is “ the only one where 
we have felt a threat,” he ex­ 
plained, 
adding that “ we don’t 
want to stop preserves.”

have some thoughts about being 
the last name out of the drum. 
“ Mentally,” 
he says, “ it 
doesn’t bother me at all, but 
it’s the principle of the thing. I 
don’t claim to be the best 
football player in the world but 
I think I’m a pretty good one.” 
J e n k i n s ’ cousin, Bobby 
Holmes, is a running back for 
the Chiefe and one of the better 
ones around.

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Gas vs. gasoline 


Government action against pollution is usually translated 
as the commitment of regulatory authority available to Wash­ 
ington, and the state capitals, to the defense of the environ­ 
ment. 
But government has other powers — economic and even that 
of a good example — which also may be of some significance 
in furthering the cause. Both would seem to be involved in a 
small but promising way in the recently reported experi­ 
ment by the General Services Administration. 
The GSA converted 12 of its fleet of some 51,000 U.S. 
government cars from gasoline to natural gas. In a relative­ 
ly simple and inexpensive ($340 per car) procedure, each 
was equipped with a tank holding natural gas under pressure. 
The fuel supply was sufficient to cover up to 80 miles. 


Initial results would appear to be more than encouraging. 
The natural-gas powered cars produced 90 per cent less pol­ 
luting than conventional vehicles. Furthermore, a compari­ 
son test showed 50 per cent less fuel consumption. 
The GSA is so encouraged, in fact, that it is going beyond 
experiment to practical application. It plans to convert another 
70 cars for routine use at National Aeronautical and Space 
Administration facilities. 
Seventy virtually pollution - free vehicles, of course, count 
for nothing against the more than 100 million cars and trucks 
in this country presently spewing their tons of contaminants 
into the atmosphere. And the 80-mile range is obviously a

severely limiting factor to widespread use in a nation of con­ 
tinental dimensions. 
It would, however, be adequate for most city driving. 
And it is precisely in the cities where air pollution has reach­ 
ed the most disastrous stage and where autos are the most sig­ 
nificant contributors. It may not be entirely day-dreaming, 
therefore, to consider possibilities of an early practical use 
of the natural-gas car, even at this early stage of develop­ 
ment, in pollution - burdened urban areas while leaving the 
less-threatened open highways to conventional vehicles. 
In any event, whether the natural-gas experiment leads 
to something more or eventually succumbs to technological 
obstacles and declining enthusiasm as, apparently, have its 
predecessors, steam and electricity, it is still to be welcomed 
for its own sake as a sign that man’s ingenuity is still at work 
on the pollution problem. 
And the very fact that in this case it happens to be gov­ 
ernment ingenuity at work could prove to be particularly bene­ 
ficial. The GSA example could be a strong spur to additional 
research, experimentation and interest, not least among the 
auto manufacturers. There aren’t, after all, any' other cus­ 
tomers in the market for 50,000-plus cars. What the govern­ 
ment wants in its vehicles, as has been demonstrated with 
safety modifications in recent years, it usually gets, and with 
a very good chance of it being passed on to the public. 
Hopefully, ingenuity will produce practical answers before 
the name of the game changes to desperation. 


Thoughts on ecology 


The plethora of public and private 
pronouncements on the subject of ecology 
leave much to be desired. Ecology is 
kind of the “ in” conversation piece at 
the moment. 
Stated briefly ecolo­ 
gy can be defined as 
the 
relationship of 
organisms to their 
environment. But the 
subject has come to 
mean for example the 
prohibition of furth­ 
er migration to the 
west coast of people 
from 
other states, 
the halting of water 
development projects, and the elimina­ 
tion of the internal combustion engine, 
to name a few. 
I’m very sympathetic to the whole 
problem, that’s why I write about it. 
I don’t think any of the proponents of 
this vast range of proposals would like 
being stopped at the California borders 
and told to “ go back where you came 
from.’’ Neither would their arguments 
against the development of natural water 
resources stand up underdose scrutiny. 
And neither would they be able to answer 
the problems that would arise if the in­ 
ternal combustion engine were outlawed 
tomorrow, without preparation. 
All these proposals are good in the 
limited contest of zeroing in on the 
problems that face mankind, but the 
very diversity of the proposals indi­ 
cates a failure to realize a common- 
sense understanding of what ecology is 
all about. Put simply, ecology as ap­ 
plied to man means the existence of 
man in his environment. 
By existence I mean the continued exi^ 


tence and hopefully a thriving existence. 
An important part of good ecological 
understanding is the situation of that 
developed through the years in Santa 
Barbara Channel. Personally I think oil 
drilling should be banned off the coast 
there forever. How’s that for being posi­ 
tive. 
But there’s another aspect of ecology 
in the channel that smacks of some other 
affair of man. I sp^ak of the essential 
need for people to listen to other people 
if we are to be in ecological tune with 
nature. I understand that certain fishing 
elements tried to get the public ear 10 
years ago on problems off the coast and 
the public was indifferent. 
What I would like to intimate here is 
that somewhere in the vast area of our 
deep concerns there are voices that are 
not being heard. It’s a complex issue. 
The matter of the internal combus­ 
tion engine is not really very compli­ 
cated, although there are problems. If 
the state were to call a halt to the cur­ 
rent engine, it seems to me that manu- 
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facturers would come up with a re­ 
placement right now. There would be 
some cost, however. If the replacement 
engine were radically different than the 
current 
version, 
we would have to do 
something to re-train all the mechanics; 
and if we used a different fuel we’d 
have to think about service stations and 
the supply of the new fuel. In other 
words we can’t just say to do this or to 
do that, we have to be willing to should­ 
er the expenses of change. And they 
could be vast. 
There are a lot of thoughts that come 
to me. What has happened 
is that we 
have taken a simplistic view of the situ­ 
ation, and our efforts to curb pollution 
will be successful in direct relation to 
our ability to scan the total ecology. 
What were adults in their 40s and 50s 
doing 20 years ago when a frail minority 
were 
beating their collective heads 
against the implaccable wall of public 
apathy? 
The dialog that has started should con­ 
tinue and broaden and accelerate.

Exploration epic 


On February 2, 1825, British Army 
Captain 
Alexander Gordon Laing, 33, 
left home in Scotland. He was the first 
explorer 
to cross the Sahara. And 
like the adventure of Henry Morton 
Stanley on his voyage in the Lady Alice 
down the Lualaba and the Congo rivers 
to the Atlantic it was one of the great­ 
est exploration epics ->i c.11 time. 
Laing’s indomitable trek across 2,000 
miles 
of 
the Sa­ 
hara’s 
trackless 
sands, mostly on foot 
and accompanied by 
only a single Arab, 
is nearly incredible. 
You find there that 
you go from no place 
to no place through 
practically 
nothing. 
But, as Laing him­ 
self pointed out, the 
Sahara 
is a desert 
that never has been deserted. 
Herodotus wrote that the Carthagin­ 
ians circumnavigated the African con­ 
tinent in 600 B.C., a voyage never re­ 
peated by European sailors until 2,000 
years later. Europe’s age of exploration 
awaited the Portuguese captains in 1418. 
In fact, as late as 1660 the 
Earl of 
Roscommon was writing: “ So geograph­ 
ers, in African maps; with savage pic­ 
tures fill their gaps; and o’er uninhabit­ 
ed downs, place elephants for want of 
towns.” 
Men like Raleigh, Magellan and Cook 
were men who probably never would have 
been happy while there remained a hori­ 
zon to draw them. But strangely, until 
1825 the part of the planet Laing ex­ 
plored was much better known to Euro­ 
peans 18 centuries earlier than in this 
Scotsman’s day. 
This was thanks to Rome and her 
early commercialism, for Rome’s civili­ 
zation, like ours, was a highly com­ 
mercial civilization. They were a very 
competitive lot. 
Nero proposed the abolition of cus­ 
toms duties with Africa and throughout 
the Roman Empire and, indeed, may 
fairly be called “The father of free 
trade.” And learning from the Pheoni- 
cians at what is now Beirut’s Grotte 
aux Piegons (Pigeon Rocks), the Roman 
traders even winged Roman messages 
throughout the Mediterranean world. 
Romes away from Rome were built- 
for the most part tied together by 200,- 
000 miles of life - bearing arteries of 
highway stone. In Africa this Roman 
presence was neither expensive nor dif­ 
ficult. One Roman legion deep in the 
Sahara was all that was needed for 
300 years to control an area half the size 
of Europe. 
Julius Caesar first landed on African 
soil at Thapsus in 46 B.C. He initi­ 
ated a great Roman port at the edge of 
the desert. Its recently discovered break­ 
water now submerged there contains a 
third as many stones as Egypt’s im­ 
mense Pyramid of Cheops. 
The mighty Caesar soon sought the 
delta 
between the two wide forks of 
the Nile that constituted lush, languid 
Lower Egypt. He yearned to discover 
Lake Victoria, believed to be the myster­ 
ious source of the river. He tried; he 
couldn’t do it. Aswan, where Caesar 
stood with his exploring expedition like 
a captain promising his passengers a 
sea of roses and maidens, became the 
Roman 
Empire’s southernmost 
°ut- 
post. 
The Romans built their forts and tem­ 
ples at Phenicia’s Biblios, the place 
which gave the Bible its name. They 
built sim ilarly at Sidon, the farthest 
north that Jesus preached and where 
Solomon hewed his temple’s cedars. 
At Baalbek their Temple of Jupiter was 
the largest in the entire Roman Empire 
and even Jupiter’s sm aller companion 
there was bigger than the Parthenon at 
Athens. 
But in the 7th Century Europe’s in­ 
fluence ended with the Arabs’ defeat of 
the Roman Army at the Roman - African 
city of Sefetula. Meanwhile, at Leptis 
Magna, the amphitheatre — holding 40,- 
000 people and miraculously preserved 
- seems still awaiting the next per­ 
formance 
of Euripides. The desert’s 
memories are appropriated by these 
places, clinging to your mind like trac­ 
es of perfume upon a sleeve. 
indomitable Captain Alexander Gordon 
Laing of the Royal African Corps was 
an Edinburg man with a tough body and 
a stout heart. And in January, 1825, 


the Earl of Bathurst, Queen Victoria’s 
Colonial Secretary, sanctioned the Scots­ 
man’s exploration. He landed at Tripoli 
and started his incredible t r e k —of all 
months — in July. 
Laing’s summary: “I regret to report 
that the route was vile.” So was Laing’s 
tragic ending. South Pole explorer Rob­ 
ert Falcon Scott taught several genera- 


tions of Britons how to die with nobil­ 
ity and grace. Not even this stirring ex­ 
ample was allowed Laing. His journey 
across the Sahara’s trackless sands 
for 2,000 miles was from Tripoli to 
Timbuktu, only to be murdered on his 
arrival at Arawan.

As of 1970, at this stage of their use, 
these scientific tech­ 
niques do not seem 
to offer dramatic new 
solutions to poverty, 
corruption, pollution 
or the other crisis 
problems of 
o u r 
time.

Here, then, are the 
type 
of 
decisions 
which the New York 
experience indicates 
operations 
analysis 
is best suited to help with: 
—The 
most effective location of lo­ 
cal police, fire and emergency ambulance 
stations, job training centers, health 
clinics, day-care centers. 
—The routing and dispatching of po­ 
lice squad cars. 
—The optimum service districts for 
waste collection and housing inspection. 
—The assignment of bus routes to 
best meet needs. 
These problems seem routine when 
compared to a moon landing. But their 
proper 
solution 
could make the dif­ 
ference between whether a job-training 
and child-care center is used or not and 
the difference between whether men and 
women in the slums get jobs and hold 
them or are forced into idleness by the 
difficulty of getting to work. 


(A major problem in preriot Watts 
reportedly was transportation; the resi­ 
dents had no practical way of getting 
to available jobs.) 
The solution to other of these prob­ 
lems may make the difference whether 
a life is saved, or a criminal caught, 
whether fire trucks arrive cm time or 
are caught overlong in traffic. 
These problems are not easily set­ 
tled by hand or computer.

This infor­ 
mation is compiled and stored in many 
different

Technicians can deal effectively with 
other problems. In New York they anal­ 
yzed the water flow in the city’s fire­ 
fighting equipment, came up with a chem­ 
ical that markedly 
stepped up the 
flow of water through the hoses, there­ 
by increasing the amount laid on a fire 
per minute with 
present equipment 
(rather important to a man whose house 
is burning).

these analytical techniques on some 
problems will (as a by-product) suggest 
others that can be solved. The busi­ 
ness is in the crawling (not walking) 
stage when applied to social problems.
